Strong approval was aroused when 
die-conference announced coopera- 
tion- with ^t^vTaprewfr'-^W*!1"****"* 
ination, the Roman Catholic church, 
in its stand for clean motion pictures 
thru the Catholic organization, The 
Legion of Decency. Special empha- 
sis was placed against the vicious 
"block booking" methods of distri- 
buting films, which makes it com- 
pulsory for all picture theater man- 
agers to accept whatever films are 
sent them, leaving no choice. This 
has resulted in gangster and other- 
wise immoral films being continu- 
ously shown in communities that 
object to such entertainment. 


The social problems report took 


up nearly the whole day on Wed- 
nesday, and the report adopted con- 
demned fifteen business practices de- 
clared to be unethical and un* Chris- 
tian, including installment buying, 
high pressure salesmanship, untruth- 
ful advertising, food adulteration, re- 
straint of trade and tax evasion. The 
present emergency legislation was 
approved, including NRA, and it was 
recommended that this country build 
a permanent cooperative order and 
control of industry and natural re- 
sources. 
There was strong opposition to li- 


quor advertising, mediocrity of radio 
broadcasting, and the convention 
urged stricter enforcement of law, 
compulsory arbitration of labor dis- 
putes, and went on record again as 
expressing abhorrence for lynching. 


Yesterday was woman's day at the 


conference, with maiiy revealing re- 
ports of progress in the work of wo- 
men in the churches and in mis- 
sionary fields.

of production. Last winter's navels 
didn't do so bad, either, returning 
about seventy-five cents net on the 
trees. This week the market is low- 
er than last week, but still a good 
margin between cost of production 
and net return on valencias. By 
next fall there will be a lot of Co- 
vina valley ranchers who will scan 
their books and be ready to declare 
that they have made a little money 
for the first time in three years. 


It's the loss of profit for three 


years, of course, that hurts the pres- 
ent situation. These past year losses 
have piled up obligations that have 
to be met. But many ranchers are 
in the clear and this year's good 
prices will start money into circula- 
tion in the local area. It will have 
an effect, and is already having an 
effect, on business in the upper San 
Gabriel valley towns.

in many large areas, this buying in- 
crease being due in many instances 
to the amount of money being paid 
out for public works by the govern- 
ment.

Now comes the amend- 
ment to the regulations as statec 
above. It is the duty of letter car- 
riers to collect such matter and bring 
it to the postoffice and the postmas- 
ter to demand postage of the sender

Beginning July 1, attorneys with 


offices in various cities and com- 
munities of Los Angeles county will 
De asked to print their legal notices 
in their local newspapers, it was re- 
vealed this week by O. B. Jaynes, 
president of the Los Angeles News- 
paper Service Bureau, a legal ad- 
vertising clearing house situated at 
the Los Angeles civic center, co- 
operatively owned and operated by 
eighty newspapers of. Los Angeles 
city and county, and which includes 
the Covina Argus. 


Heretofore some attorneys of the 


county have made a practice of con- 
centrating all their legal notices, re- 
gardless of whom the notices were 
intended to reach, in certain down- 
town legal journals which have 
specialized in this sort of business. 
While this has never been the case 
in Covina, many suburban papers 
have been deprived of business they 
need, and the purposes of the pub- 
lication laws, which have been to 
publish notice to those affected, have 
been, more or less, subverted. 


Mr. Jaynes points out that the 


supervisors of Los Angeles county 
recently recognized this situation 
and voted to localize certain forms 
of public notices, and the title and 
trust companies have taken similar 
action. "We think," says Jaynes, 
"the lawyers will fall in line, be- 
cause it is obviously unreasonable 
for an attorney handling an estate 
in Long Beach or Santa Monica to 
publish in a downtown legal paper 
of two or three hundred circulation 
a notice to creditors intended for 
perusal by creditors living and doing 
business in Long Beach or Santa 
Monica. We feel confident that law- 
yers will see the reasonableness of 
our contention that notices should 
be published in the localities which 
they affect." 


Mr. Jaynes stated that many at- 


torneys have favored the down-town 
legal papers because of superior ser- 
vice which the papers were able to 
give in handling legal matters, but 
he pointed out that the suburban 
newspapers through their coopera- 
tively-owned downtown bureau are 
now prepared to offer a comparable 
downtown service for lawyers. He 
stated that the member newspapers 
of .the bureau will be furnished with 
daily bulletins of court filings being 
made in Los Angeles and that the 
local newspapers also will be pro- 
vided with clippings of advertise- 
ments run by the attorneys in news- 
papers other than their own local 
publications. 


An advantage to local attorneys in 


publishing these notices locally was 
pointed out by Jaynes in the addi- 
tional recognition which attorneys 
would obtain through publication of 
their names in connection with the 
matter advertised in the local news- 
papers.

an old man with an absent-minded 
expression hunting thru a micro- 
scope for something that wouldn't 


any use if he found it. 
I wish I could take every one of 


my readers thru any of the great in- 
dustrial laboratories with which I 
am familiar, and in which I have 
often watched scientists at work. 
Dne of them employs more than a 
thousand young men, each of whom 
las a university doctor's degree, in 
chemistry, engineering or philos- 
ophy, and has had to prove his abil- 
.ty to do original research work be- 
tore he could get his job. 


They are very far from being the 


doddering dodoes which the public 
imagines men of science to be. They 
are as keen, human and interesting 
a group of men as I have ever en- 
countered anywhere. Their prime 
purpose is to find ways to make the 
telephone work faster, better and 
cheaper. 
But as products of their 


discoveries such inventions as talk- 
rig pictures, 
chain broadcasting, 


television and many other things 
lave come out of that laboratory. 
PROGRESS ... a look back 


I have little patience with the 


common complaint that inventions 
and machinery have brought the 
world to ruin. Exactly the opposite 
is true. Who would be content to 
go back, even to the days of my 
own boyhood? 


I can remember when there were 


no telephones, no electric lights nor 
electric power, no airplanes, no mo- 
tion pictures, no phonographs, no 
typewriters, no Portland cement, no 
bathtubs or plumbing to speak of, 
no gas engines, no automobiles, of 
course, and not even any bicycles. 
Wireless telegraphy and its offspring, 
radio broadcasting, were undreamed 
of; the dirigible aircraft was a ro- 
mantic novelist's fantasy. 


I could fill this column with pro- 


ducts of the application of science 
by invention to serve humanity. I 
think the world is better off. 
HEALTH . . . life saver 


I saw a notice posted in a New 


York subway the other day in which 
the health commissioner pointed out 
that only 37 babies died in the big 
city of diphtheria last year, whereas 
several thousand died of it annually 
only a few years ago. Anti-toxin 
has put an end to this massacre of 
the innocents. 


.One by. one, in.^iy. ovm_ time,.,J 
have seen the scourges of manfcini 
vanish under the advance of medi 
cal science. Smallpox, bubonic, yel- 
low fever, malaria, typhus, typhoid, 
tuberculosis, scarlet fever, all the 
long list of diseases that took high 
tol of human lives when I was a 
boy, have been banished or are 
rapidly being conquered by the for- 
ward march of civilization and the 
steady advance in medical knowl- 
edge and public hygiene measures. 
CANCER . . . needs research 


One of my friends lost his wife 


a few months ago. She had a can- 
cer. The other day he told me that 
ias had been inspired by that tra- 
gedy to investigate the whole sub- 
ject of cancer, and was surprised to 
iind that nothing that could properly 
be called scientific research by mod- 
ern methods had been undertaken, 
into either the cause or the possible 
cure of this most dreadful of all 
diseases. 


My friend is a man of scientific 


training, familiar with the methods 
of the great research laboratories. 
"I am sure," he said, "that with three 
or four million dollars available, 
with which to hire competent chem- 
ists, biologists and pathologists, any 
of the big industrial laboratories 
could find f.he cause of cancer and 
a cure for it, in a few years." 


It is easier to get money with 


which to do research that is expect- 
ed to result in more money, than it 
is when nothing more important 
than human lives is involved. 
BLOOD 
. . . 
four types 


, The transfusion of blood from one 
person to another has become such 
an established method of treatment 
in various conditions that every im- 
portant hospital has a list of "blood 
donors." These are men or women 
who are willing to part with a pint 
or more of blood for a fee of $25 
or so. 


Medical men learned thru this 


work of blood transfusion that there 
are four distinct types of human 
blood, and that it is necessary to be 
sure that the donor's blood is of the 
same type as that of the patient. 
These four types are known as "O," 
"A," "B," and "AB." 


The tests for these blood types 


are so positive that recent examina- 
tions of the muscle tissue of Egypt- 
ian mummies, who have been dead 
for several thousand years, prove 
that these inhabitants of the Nile 
country in the time of the Pharoahs 
were all of a single blood type, the 
"B" standard. 


Men of science are beginning to 


think it likely that there are four 
original races of human beings, 
whose blood types persist in their 
descendants. Nobody, or only a com- 
paratively few of the earth's inhabi- 
tants, is of unmixed racial strain. 
But the blood type will tell which 
strain is dominant in any givc-u in- 
dividual.

Back in Illinois— 


C. O. Shoop, editor of the Puente Journal, 


is a capable writer and a l~een observer. He 
is visiting his old haunts in Illinois at present, 
and finds many changes, which he does not 
diagnose as depressing but in reality denoting 
progress. Of the crop situation in that area, 
he says: 


A 200-mile auto trip to Champaign and 


Urbana took us thru the famous corn belt of 
Illinois. To a Californian.who is accustomed 
to the bf re, brown, unirrtgated fields, it was 
a sight to behold, though some of the wheat 
and oats were under knee high and some of 
the grain will never be cut. The fields will 
furnish feed for livestock. 


Some corn is far above knee high. Other 


corn, is coming up spotted, and some acreage 
is being replanted. In some fields, the farmer 
will be "laying by'' his corn by the traditional 
date, the Fourth of July. 


Farmers say that the poorest stand of corn 


is in fields that were spring plowed. Fall- 
plowing tends to hold the moisture. Where 
corn follows corn, this is not possible, but 
where the crop rotation plan is followed and 
where corn follows either wheat or oats, fall 
plowing is quite generally the rule. 


A Missouri farmer reports in the public press 


this week that he marketed 670 pounds of pigs 
and eventually received a check for eighteen 
cents, with which he bought a pound cf smok- 
ing tobacco. His season's work therefore goes 
up in smoke. 


Thanks for the Lions Club— 


The Covina Lions club is to be congratulat- 


ed for the sound thinking on the part of its 
membership in abandoning the Fourth of July 
celebration planned. It reveals that this or- 
ganization has the best interests of the com- 
munity at heart, whether the club is taking 
the lead for a special celebration or reluc- 
tantly cancelling it on account of epidemic 
dangers. 


The Lions club has provided a midsummer 


entertainment of exceptional value to the 
community for many years. This organiza- 
tion has been responsible for the financing 
and erection of several needed buildings and 
equipment in the park. That the Lions are 
public-spirited and possessed of good leader- 
ship is attested by the record. 


It is to be hoped that they will carry on, 


and that another year will find bigger and 
better plans for a Covina Fourth of July cele- 
bration. It should be, and is unnecessary to 
declare that the thanks of the community are 
extended to the Lions for their splendid ef- 
forts in the past.

all political theories and practices of the eigh- 
teenth and nineteenth century. He is in the same 
boat with the Republicans and Democrats. The 
machine and power age has rendered the pro- 
letariat ineffective because labor is no longer a 
dictating equation in industry, and the coalition 
between industrialist and financier is equally 
obsolescent because there is no outlet for fur- 
ther investment. 


Old-Age Pensions— 


Old-age pension schemes are in reality age- 


old. 
They differ little as the ages pass, and 


little has been done to work out a universal 
method by any government. 


That old-age pensions should be universal 


and equitable is axiomatic, but those who 
have met with misfortune thru no faults of 
their own continue to be the pitiful victims 
of circumstances, while the whirling of luck's 
wheel quite often brings economic security 
to the least deserving. 


When want and destitution stalk the land 


it is natural that numerous plans shall be pre- 
sented to bring aboi.it some degree of security 
for the man and women who have devoted a 
lifetime to labor, to frugality, to abiding with- 
in the law. Today we find these insurance 
plans, pension plans and annuities springing 
up everywhere. 


The Townsend plan, evolved by a man of 


that name in Long Beach, at present has the 
center of the stage in southern California. We 
suspect that citizens are eager to adopt this 
plan, not because they have read it and ana- 
lyzed it, but because they are victims of eco- 
nomic insecurity, and would grasp at any 
straw that would prevent them from sinking. 


Any national, universal plan which might 


be adopted by congress and signed by the 
president would, of course, be a modification 
of one plan, the amplification of another, etc. 
It would not be the Townsend plan, nor any 
other one plan, but a combination and selec- 
tion of ail good features in the many. 


There never has been any good reason 


against a national insurance plan for old age 
and disability, but the country has always 
been obsessed with the idea that every man 
should take care of himself; provide for the 
inevitable exigencies of the future. This is 
the doctrine of laissez 1'aire, of "every man 
for himself and the devil take the hindmost." 


Townsend points out suinething which is 


undoubtedly true from the .statistical stand- 
point, which is that the old-age pension plan 
beginning at sixty years would remove from 
gainful employment and labor competition a 
number equal to the number now unemploy- 
ed, which would ^<»,.rn to :;oht_- the unemploy- 
ment situation. Of course it is not as simple 
as that. Down to the end of time labor must 
remain selective. One man can't take the 
place of another. 


Labor today means .highly lechnica1 train- 


ing, arid specialized education, and makes one 
man indispensable until he can be replaced 
with an equally-trained man. But, in the end. 
the retirement under a compulsory iaw at 
sixty would without question go a long way 
toward solving the question of labor surplus. 


Dreading the Operation— 


There are two schools of political thought 


today—those who know and won't tell, and 
those who don't know and are talkative, voci- 
ferous and ready to explain at all times just 
how the country is to be saved. 


Whenever a crisis presents itself the two 


schools of politics always appear. But there 
is a new equation added in late years, which 
is that we do not proceed as blindly as in the 
past. We have statistical schools of thought, 
which, although not altogether reliable, are 
nevertheless an improvement on the old sys- 
tem of proceeding "by guess and b' gosh." 


Hoover, more than any other man in public 


office that we have ever had, was responsible 
for the statistical development of the United 
States department of commerce, and from this 
source we get a fair approximation of what 
is happening to business thruout the world. 


Figures often lie, but they don't guess. The 


result of such governmental bureau work, and 
the privately-financed statistical bureaus of 
big business, has been to forewarn, if not to 
forearm, business with facts. The business of 
the country and the world at the present is 
attempting to absorb the meaning of these 
statistics. They have the facts before them, 
but refuse, as yet, to believe their eyes. Cer-

but business must prepare itself mentally for 
the change before it can be made. That's why 
we are marking time. 


Business and finance have their marching 


orders, but they don't want to go. Business 
and finance will be vastly better off when they 
accept the facts, but like the man who dreads 
an operation for appendicitis, he will hope 
for a miracle cure, try to ignore his disease, 
but if he has a grain of sense left, will not 
delay too long. 


The "Examiner" has a cartoon revealing the 


little red sclioolhou.se floating downstream in a 
flood that is marked "politics," with the children 
clinging to the roof, crowded around the teacher, 
but with the American flag bravely flying in the 
midst of stress. H would be difficult, virtually 
impossible, to point this lesson with any greater 
clarity, even with the use of tens of thousands 
of words. 


Unrelated Noise— 


A friend of ours said that the almost in- 


credible volume of noise connected with the 
heavy gun barrages on the French front 
frightened him far more than the occasional 
burst of shrapnel overhead or alongside. 


Although he was badly wounded he knows 


that his real and lasting injuries came from 
the noise, which is largely responsible for 
what is called shell-shock. The human sys- 
tem is not adapted to absorb and throw off 
harmlessly such enormous amounts of noise 
impacting on the nerves. 


Modern civilization, among other things, is 


suffering from the same disease that caused 
so much shell-shock in war. We are surround- 
ed day and night by a frightful volume of 
noise—noise that is unrelated—noise that is 
produced in various ways—noise that \ve 
know is often unnecessary. Downtown areas 
in all large cities are killing citizens more 
rapidly than civilization realizes. More peo- 
ple enter sanitariums because of shrieking 
car switches and clanging traffic bells than 
from liquor and dope. Much of the liquor 
consumed, and the drugs taken are traceable 
to the terrible need for something to deaden 
the hideous impact of noise on the auditory 
nerves, which is transferred to the entire ner- 
vous system. Even the best hospitals are 
noisy beyond belief. 


It economic necessity does not succeed in 


driving people from congested areas, noise 
u-iJl eventually do it. It sometimes takes years 
for a person to :. ealize that the reason for 
constant ill health and highly nervous condi- 
tion is found in the fact that they are obliged 
LO 
v. nri: ;n a ro;»-injT inferno of unrelated 


noises in a downtown area. 


A man can work in the pandemonium of 


the .steel mill;; and grow gradually deaf, per- 
haps, but he does not necessarily become a 
nervous wreck. It is unrelated noises of vari- 
ous volumes and pitches that cause neuras- 
thenia and insanity. 


Tiie great city of today is to disappear any- 


how, according to the seers of the future. The 
great city is uneconomic, growing more cind 
more undesirable and unnecessary.

cash dole in the Pomona-Covina 
district is used for necessities, was 
under discussion this week, follow- 
ing reports to the county welfare 
department.

the month of June have already 
been exhausted by families. A re- 
turn to the previous method of is- 
suing supplies was discussed by the 
board. 


According to district welfare of- 


ficials, some of the families who re- 
ceived the cash dole expended their 
funds and are now appealing to the 
county for food orders. In some in- 
stances landlords also reported they 
have not received their rent since 
the cash was advanced to indigent 
tenants. 


County welfare officials, however, 


continued to make their plans to 
establish the cash dole system in the 
Pasadena district for a month, be- 
ginning Sunday. 


Supervisor Jessup declared he has 


been informed the city and county

RING-WORM 


The other day a young farmer came into my office. He was in town 


to do Saturday shopping. Was in perfect health, except a skin affection 
which had not yielded to applications of the home remedies. The eruption 
was on the face, and around to the sides of the neck and to the margins of 
the scalp. He was cleanly shaven: he had diagnosed "barber's itch," al- 
though he had not been in any barber shop for years. 


The lesions were in patches, redder than the skin about them, which 


seemed perfectly normal. The eruption raised above the surface slightly, 
itched a little, with some exfoliation. The patches were similar. All cir- 
cular in grouping, though some had not completed the ring. Diagnosis, 
ringworm. 


Its cause, a comparatively coarse "germ," the tinea circinata. Of 


course the treatment is to destroy the parasite. 


Any "soothing" ointment fails as a rule. The mite burrows beneath 


the outer layer of the skin. Any application that does not reach the in- 
vader will fail. Fortunately we have in certain ointments and lotions mer- 
curial salts that enter the pores very readily if applied properly; simply 
wash the surface with soft water and castile, or other mild soap and warm 
water—not cool or cold; then, rub in the lotion or ointment containing the 
remedy. I used the ointment of ammoniated mercury in this instance, it 
being the best I had at hand. It will cure the ring-worrn. 


Scattering of the parasites will, of course, spread the disease. A ring- 


worm patient should use his individual towel and pillow-covers until the 
disease has been cured. Scratching has been the means of spreading 
ring-worm from one lesion to many.

ability to buy. Having no work he 
had no money, and money was and 
is the barrier between production 
and consumption. This fact has slow- 
ed down production, which as we 
survey it now in 1934, is still going 
down, despite occasional spurts up- 
ward here and there. Production is 
getting- worse instead of better. Un- 
employment is increasing, and will 
continue to increase. Because of the 
fact that the industrialists cannot sell 
all that they now can make, it is not 
possible for capital to invest in new 
factories and equipment. Capital is 
therefore at a standstill, without 
any outlet for profits in the event 
that profits could be made. Both 
labor and capital have been started 
down the road to ruin by technolo- 
gical displacement of manpower by 
machine power. We should be able 
to understand this much of the re- 
sults of the long and expensive sur- 
vey upon which these various move- 
ments and societies have been form- 
ed.

The city of Pasadena is this week 


announcing the definite settlement ] 
of the long fight with San Gabriel 
valley water users over the appro- 
priatidn of water from the San Ga- 
briel canyon. City Attorney H. P. 
Huls of that city reveals that the 
agreement signed by all but a few 
of the interested parties and com- 
munities is now in operation. 


For the last month, ever since for- 


mer President Herbert Hoover dedi- 
cated Pasadena's Morris dam, located 
four miles above Azusa, residents of 
Pasadena have been consuming San 
Gabriel water almost exclusively. 
It was revealed that about 14,000,000 
gallons of water is being received 
daily via the seventeen-mile-long 
conduit. 


The agreement, signed this week 


by sixty different cities, water com- 
panies and large property owners, 
gives Pasadena formal permission to 
continue to divert from San Gabriel 
canyon water that otherwise would 
waste into the sea, until Colorado 
river water from ^Boulder darn be- 
comes available in the southland, 


The Metropolitan water district 


more than a year ago contracted to 
purchase Pasadena's dam as a reser- 
voir for Colorado river water as 
soon as it becomes available here. 
And by the terms of this week's 
compromise Pasadena agrees to stop 
diverting water from Morris dam 
and relinquish all San Gabriel can- 
yon water rights at that time. 


On their part the other cities and 


groups have agreed to hold in abey- 
ance and not prosecute during the 
agreement injunction suits aimed to 
halt Pasadena's diversion of San Ga- 
briel canyon water. 


Cities that have signed the agree- 


ment include Long Beach, Whittier, 
Azusa, and Arcadia. Covina declin- 
ed to sign, but has dismissed its in- 


junction suit "with prejudice," local 
officials explaining that this means 
Covina does not plan to oppose Pas- 
adena as long as the agreement is 
carried out, The San Gabriel Valley 
Protective association, organized to 
oppose Pasadena's San Gabriel pro- 
ject, was not asked tc sign, in view 
of the fact that virtually its entire 
membership is asserted to be repres- 
ented in the sixtv signatures obtain- 
ed.
